They aleo 
entered Fort Halleck, (where there were 
but sixteen soldiers, the rest being out 
as escorts on the line,) and stole a num- 
ber of horses. When pursued by soldiers 
and citizens, the Indians turned up in 
immense strength beyond the hills, se 
that our party had no show to fight them. 
Many of the stations in that section have 
been robbed of all their stock, and tbe 
Keepers left for Fort Halleck or farther 
east to Fort Collins. OnfTuesday last, 
while a party of three gentlemen were 
breakfasting within a mile of Halleck, 
some Indians approached unawares, and 
ran off two of the horses, belonging to 
Messrs. Kline, Ming and Bute. From 
North Platte Ferry to Cache La Poudre 
is infested with the savages, so that there 
will doubtless be little mail or passenger 
travel for a week or two, until more 
troops get along from Julesburg and Lar”
